Frank Hulme Melland (1879-1939), was appointed Secretary of the Royal African Society shortly 
before his death. Between 1901 and 1927 he served as an officer in the administrative service of 
Northern Rhodesia. In 1910 he crossed the whole African continent from South to North on a bicycle 
and on foot with companion Edward Cholmeley. This account was published as ‘Through the Heart 
of Africa - being an account of a journey on bicycles and on foot from Northern Rhodesia passed the 
Great Lakes, to Egypt, undertaken when proceeding home on leave in 1910' (Constable, 1912). This 
album contains photo illustrations to accompany the first fourteen chapters of the book. Chapters 15- 
19 cover the jounrey northwards from the Langop and Acholi Country into Sudan and Egypt - A very 
good copy of the first edition is included with the lot. While the bicycles do feature in a handful of 
snapshots, these were in fact little used except to avoid ‘foot-siogging’, the authors were in fact 
accompanied by sixty porters carrying their equipment.

‘Anna Barbauld was a prominent eighteenth-century British poet, essayist, 
children’s author and literary critic, She had a significant effect on many 
aspects of life, most notably education, the development of literary 
Romanticism and women's standing in society. Her essays demonstrated 
that it was possible for women to be publicly engaged in politics, and she 
herself provided a model of the female writer for contemporary women to 
emulate. Barbauld tutored many young giris, Lydia Rickards being one of 
them, and after 1812 these pupils were her main source of income, some 
visiting her for six months or a year. Many, such as Lydia, became close 
friends, and socialised frequently with Mrs. Barbauld, as is borne out by the 
wide variety of topics covered in their correspondence, and the frequent 
invitations requesting Lydia to visit. As well as general discussions of 
authors and writings, such as one might expect from teacher to pupil, there 
are more colloquial descriptions, such as in this letter of 1813: "I was drawn 
[to London] the other day by a strong inducement, the meeting Miss 
Edgeworth.. Miss E's merit is now universally known & properly 
appreciated & her door is in a manner besieged with admirers. She brings 
with her a story of three Volumes which is to be printed this summer. | know 
no lady who at present stands so high in the public esteem except perhaps 
Hannah More...” There is also the mention of Madame Garnerin’s famous 
balloon descent in a letter of August 1802: "O how | envy you the sight of 
the descending Balloon... handing Madame Garnerin out of her aerial car, 
how much alive all Hampstead must be! | saw it too from the top of Mrs. 
Eades’ turret moving like a dusky spot thro’ the dark clouds" Then there are 
her opinions on the French Revolution (she was critical of Britian’s 
participation in the Napoleonic Wars), writing in 1814: "And is it possible that 
you have been sitting quietly at the Larches, while all the world have been 
staring at Emperors and Kings; & all the young Ladies & others not young, 
at both which | feel very indignant, crowding to beg a kiss from that 
whiskered old fellow Blucher” She has much to say to Lydia on the subject 
of women writers, and after criticising Mrs. Hunter's novel, she writes: “It 
is not much either above or below the standard of the last; the same want 
of plan, & the same superabundance of trifling little circumstances. It is a 
great disadvantage to a woman that with the same eyes as a man, she does 
not see so much as a man does, the confined range of domestic 
occupations, the minutiae of dress & furniture, the pride, pomp & 
circumstances of visiting do not furnish such interesting matter as the 
various occupations of men & the development of characters in the trying & 
varied scenes which occur in the world at large.” In another letter, after 
quoting Pericles, Barbauld writes, “the present times are more liberal to 
women, but still, even in England, if you were to reckon up the women 
whose names are generally know, you would find the greater part were so 
rather for vice than virtue”

Samuel Hartlielb was a German-born educational reformer and writer, His 
interests were varied and great and included science, medicine, agriculture, 
politics and education.

Beale also contributed to Evelyn's ‘Pomona’ (1664), and offered extensive 
material for ‘Elysium Britannicum...

The Auctioneer may at his sole discretion determine 
the advance of bidding or refuse a bid, divide any lot, combine any two 
or more lots or withdraw any lot without prior notice 

(b) Where goods are bought at auction by a buyer who has entered into an 
agreement with another or others that the other or others (or some of 
them) shall abstain from bidding for the goods and the buyer or other 
party or one of the other parties is a dealer (as defined in the Auction 
Biddings Agreement Act 1927) the buyer warrants that the goods are 
bought bona fide on joint account. 


3. The buyer shall pay the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
Auctioneer to the buyer ("the hammer price") together with a premium of 
175% of the hammer price.

Every person interested should 
exercise and rely on his own judgement as to such matters and neither the 
Auctioneer nor his servants or agents are responsible for the correctness 
of such opinions. No warranty whatsoever is given by the Auctioneer or 
the seller in respect of any lot and any express or implied warranties are 
hereby excluded. 


8. (a) Notwithstanding any other terms of these conditions, if within fourteen 
days of the sale the Auctioneer has received from the buyer of any lot 
notice in writing that in his view the lot is a deliberate forgery and within 
fourteen days after such notification the buyer returns the same to the 
Auctioneer in the same condition as at the time of the sale and 
satisfies the Auctioneer that considered in the light of the entry in the 
catalogue the lot is a deliberate forgery then the sale of the lot will be 
rescinded and the purchase price of the same refunded. "A deliberate
